from the Loewen and Adler Caserne daily practiced field exercises with small

The west section of the installation 
quartered a unit equipped with only heavy and light tanks and some AT puns. The 
latter were last noticed about four months ago. On 1 "ay, . l,f>00 troops wearing rod- 
bordered black epaulets, of the unit In the cast section of the installation fell 
in in 1G ranks, with a colonel In front of them., About U£0 wore tank insignia, 
l\$0 motor transport insignia, 1*50 were without insignia and about X£o wore artillery 
insignia o A group with a flag and a band of 30 to 3? men were in the right wing* 

I ~1 the unit's band usually consisted . of only 12 tc 15 men. 

On 2 fay, 9?$ troops of the unit in the oast section fell in in five-man rows at 
the athletic field. On 1 lay,* 810 troops with a flag and a band of 12 to Vj men 
with a colonel in front of them fell in at the entrance of the Adler Kaserne. 

The crlcnel made a speech after which the band and the color guard unit followed 
by the troops noved to the Adler Kaserne.
